Still Hope for a Verdict. 


Although the twelve men have thus fa“

As 
yet, Deming B. Smith. foreman of the 
jury, has not complained to the court thai 
the jurors are unable to reach a decision, 
and unless he does, it is not Iikely thit 
Justice Fitzgerald will discharge them. 
The impression prevails that if the 
twelve men are unable to agree at the 
expiration of forty-eight hours, they wil 
be released from further service. Tha 
very fact ,however, that no intimation 
has been received from the jury .room 
that the men are unable to agree has 
been construed by many who have fol- 
lowed the proceedings closely as an !nd:- 
cation that a verdict will eventually b2 
reached. 

The mother, wife and the two sisters 
and brothers of the defendant were ir 
the criminal courts building up to the last 
minute, and when it was finally an- 
nounced the jury had been locked ut 
over night and there was no longer 
any prospect of a verdict before tomor- 
row, they returned to their hotel cres- 
fallen. They had hoped and hooked for a 
decision today. and tre news that they 
would have to pass another night in 
doubt and anxiety was received with 
keen djsappointment. 

Twice Jury Asked for Advice. 

Twice during the day the jury came 
into court to ask for certain exhibits and 
the rereading of portions of testimony 
and extracts of Justice Fitzgerald's 
charge. One of these requests related to 
the testimony of Drs. Evans and Wag- 
ner. Justice Fitzgeraig said these mn 
were competent to give testimony as to 
Thaw's mental condition because of their 
personal examinations. 

Foreman Smith staried in to discuss 
certain other phases of his charge with 
Justice Fitzgerald, but was stopped short. 

“T can't discuss the matter with you. 
Be careful about that, Mr. Foreman,” 
exclaimed the judge. 

Foreman Smith wrote a note and pass- 
ed it up to Justice Fitzgerald, who then 
directed that that portion of his charge 
relating to the hypothetical questions put 
to the experts for both the prosecution 
and defense be read. 


The charge stated that the jurorg were ; 


not bound to accept nor allowed to accept 
opiniong based on )ypothetical questions 
as they would accept facts. In hypotheti- 
cal questions, the court declared, it is 
always of first importance that the facts 
contained in such questions have been 
established to the satisfaction of the jury. 


Opinions on such questions should be 
considered in connection with all the evi- 
dence in the case. 

“I believe now that is all,’ said Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald. 


Jury Wanted Parts of Delmas’ Speech. 

“No, sir,” intenposed Foreman Smith, 
“There was one more request.” 

“That request,” said Justice Fitzgerald, 
“is that certain portions of the sum- 
ming up address by Mr. Delmas shall 
be read you. I cannot grant it. It* is 
not evidence and you must remember 
that you can have nothing but the evi- 
dence given you.’ 

The jury then retired again and con- 
tinued its deliberations. 

The second request for information 
from the jury was taken as positive in- 
dication that.a verdict, if rendered, will 
be based on the sanity or insanity of 
the defendant and that the unwritten 
law will have not part in it. The re- 
quest for the reading of a portion of 
Mr. Delmas’ speech was taken as a fa- 
vorable indication by the defense, de- 
spite the fact that Justice Fitzgerald 
would not allow the request. 

Soon after the jury retired, Evelyn 
Thaw, accompanied by. Mr. O'Reilly, of 
Thaw’s counsel, left the courthouse for 
lunch. The crowd in the street was sO 
anxious to get a close look at her that 
she was almost swept off her feet, and 
Mr. O'Reilly was forced to fight a way 
through the crowd for her, 

When the other members of the Thaw 
family left the ‘building it required sev- 
eral policemen to protect them from the 
curious ones. 

Thaw Family Dines in Court. 

All the memberg of the Thaw family 
remained at the courthouse ang sent out 
for their dinner, rather than face the 
crowds who surrounded the courthouse. 
At 6:40 Justice Fitzgerald announced a 
recess until 9 o'clock, the jury at that 
time having shown no signg of reaching 
an agreement.

Complete Reports Indicate Most Se.

of perhaps 50 per cent. The reports in 
detail are as follows: 

Cornelia Crop Injured.

That phrase aptly summarizes the conviction of every mar of clear rea- 
soning powers, of whatever party, who is familiar with the developments 
around the banquet board at Chattanooga.

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“BETTER SCHEDULES IN THE WEST. 


An interesting bit of news has just come out of the west in the shape 
of the following brief dispatch: 

Omaha, Neb., Aprl 9.—Western railroads have definitely - decided 
upon a date for lengthening the schedules of their fast trains, and on 
June 9 al! trains will be slowed down. Those in the agreement are 
the Union Pacific, Rock Island, Northwestern, Great Northern, Northern 
Pacific and the Burlington, . 

There is promise in this plan, at least, of schedules which the railroads 
can come nearer maintaining, and the traveler will have a more definite 
idea as to when he is going to arrive at a certain destination, even though 
it may result in throwing back-upon the automobile all those afflicted with 
speed mania. 

The Constitution has earnestly contended that where railroad schedules 
are such that the trains cannot make them, or do not make them one day 
in ten, the duty of the railroads is to revise such schedules to the point 
where compliance with them is possible. 

We have bad this revision on a small scale on some of the roads in 
this section, but in mothing like sufficient extent to give the people a sat- 
isfactcry service, for thrcugh trains continue to arrive from one to six hours 
late, and frequently more.

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MAJOR HERBERT SAYS 
THOMSON COINED WORD 


4 — 
N a letter from Maitland, Fla., to The 

Savannah News, Major Sidney Her- 

bert, one of the best known of early 
Atlagtans, supporis the contention that 
Atlanta was given her name Dy Engineer 
Edgar Thomeon as the feminine of At- 
lantic. In regard to the claim that At- 
lanta was twice named for Mrs. Martha 
Atalanta Lumpkin Compton, Major Her- 
bert says: 

“T raise no question of veracity be- 
tween Mrs. Compton and my informers, 
simply stating that she was a little 7- 
year-old girl at the time and in her old 
age has been made-to believe that both 
Marthasville and Atlanta were named for 
her. Unfortunately, however, all the re- 
corded testimony is against her claim, ae 
to Atlanta, and clearly in favor of J. Ed- 
gar Thomson as having first suggested 
Atlanta. 

“For nearly twenty years I was an 
editor in Atlanta, and knew everybody 
of prominence in the city. The pioneers 
of Terminus—such men as Hon. Jonathan 
Norcross and Colonel Richard Peters and 
“Cousin” John Thrasher ang Colone] L. 
P. Grant were my intimate friends. Pres- 
ident J. Edgar Thomson, of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, I had known in Phila- 
delphia before the war. Then I knew 
intimately Colonel George W. AGsir and 
Hon. W. B. Berry, the first railroad con- 
ductors to run into Marthasville. These 
men all united in stating to me that 
Mr. Thomson first suggested the name 
of Atlanta to supplant that of Marthas- 
ville. The suggestion was made to Colo- 
nel Peters, who conferred with Colonel 
Garnett, a civil engineer engaged with 
them in railroad building, who joined in 
its approval, and secured its adoption by 
the city fathers. During my long resi- 
dence in Atlanta, and since then until 
very recently, I never heard this version 
of the change from Marthasviile to At- 
lanta calleq in question by any one. Nor 
did I ever hear that Mrs. Compton's 
name was Martha Atalanta, but simply 
Martha Lumpkin. Recently, however, 
this double claim has been set wp, and 
several items about it have appeared in 
the newspapers, mostly special telegrams 
from Athens, the home of Mrs. Compton. 
But the full page article in The Constl- 
tutio contains this statement from Mrs. 
Compton: ‘Later, when the evolution ot 
the “terminus” began. and a ty char- 
ter was applied for and the spirit of t#e 
city alive, then and now, reached out for 
a more suitable name, the universal wish 
was that I still be sponsor and my sec- 
ond name, Atalanta, wae chosen, the 
second ‘‘a’’ left out, some With an 
idea of brevity, while others believe it 
was the ignorance of thoSe who wrote 
the charter.’

Supreme Court Refuses a 
New Trial to Assailant of 
Mrs. Richard Hembree. 


The supreme court yesterday af- 
firmed the cecision of Fulton superior 
court in refusing to grant a new trial 
to Will Johnson, the negro convicted 
of criminal assault upon Mrs. Hichard 
Hembree near Battle Hill, this coun- 
ty, August 15, 1906, and sentenced to 
be hanged. 

Johnson’s appeal for a new trial was 
based largely on the claim of newly 
discovered evidence in the nature of 
@ presumptive alibi, but the supreme 
court Says the new evidence is not of 
such character as to require the grant- 
ing of a new trial. 

A new date will be set by the court 
for Johnson's execution. It is pre- 
sumed then an appeal will be made 
to the prison commission and the gov- 
ernor for executive clemency. 

Johnson is supposed to have been the 
man who assaultea another white wo- 
man and for which another negro was 
placed on trial for his lifqa The de- 


'fendant in that case was acquitted as 


result of Johnson's arrest, but 
Since the victim had identified the 
first negro put on trial it was prac- 
tically out of the question to try John- 
son in that case. 

The Smithville Dispensary. 

The supreme court in a decision ren- 
dered yesterday, ceclared that the dis- 
pensary at Smithville, Lee county, has 
no further right to exist, and it must 
of business.

sections, have been seriously damaged. 
The temperature went down to 32 de- 
grees—freezing point—here last night. 

“Cotton, south of Fort Valley,’’ Com- 
missioner Hunson said, “is damaged 
something like 50 per cent. I think 25 
per cent of the cotton that is up has 
been killed, and as much more of that 
which is not yet, will never grow to 
maturity. The warm weather led to 
extensive early planting, hence the de- 
struction from the cold weather has 
been the greater. 

“Truck has been killed; corn, oats 
ana grain have been badly damaged, 
but will recover to some extent: canta- 
loupes and watermelons have been 
killed and replanting will be neceas- 
sary.

Close Was in 2 Points of Best on 
the Active Months—Light Frosts 
Were Reported in Eastern 
Belt—Southern Spots 
Unchanged. 


New York, April |:|.—The cotton mar- 
ket was quiet today, but showed a 
Steadier tone, and closeqg steady at a nei 
advance of 5@9 points. Sales were esti- 
mated at only 75,000 bales. The opening 
was steady at an advance of 2@3 points 
on higher cables than expected, and big 
spot sales in the Engilish market. 

At first there was some hesitation, and 
room wmrofessionals seemed to be selling 
on the ground that local conductors 
should prevent the figures from following 
the Enmeglish advance, but the market 
worked gradually higher during the early 
session on covering of shorts, and prices 
at one time were about 8@I0 points net 
higher. Later most of this advance was 
lost in spite of light estimates for to 
morrow’s receipts at leading points owing 
to more seasonable weather in the west- 
ern and central belts, and selling by re- 
cent buyets, but the pressure was not 
aggressive, and the market firmed up to- 
ward the close in anticipation of another 
bulge in Liverpool] tomorrow. The close 
was within 2 points_of the best on the 
active morrtths. Light frosts were reported 
in the eastern belt, and some few reports 
reached the market that replanting would 
be necessary, but exerted influence owing 
to the earliness of the season.
